A New Iron Clad. • 

"Within tlio iiext few drtya tho Valorous, 
G, piuklle-wheol frigate, will convoy 
from Pembroko to Portsmouth the 
Dreiuluought, 5, double screw iron ar- 
mour-plated turret-ship. With tho 
exception of the Inflexible, which is 
fur from complete, tho Dreadnought is 
the most, powerful ironclad iu tho 
world. Sho was first designed and or- 
dered to bo built at Pembroko in lSG'J, 
her name being originally tho Fury, 
which was afterwards changed to the 
present one she bears. Her actunl 
displacement when ready for sea is 
10,8SG tons which, is l,7l)0 tons moro 
than tho Thunderer. Messrs. Hum- 
phreys and Tenuant, who constructed 
tho engines ef the Thunderer, are also 
the makers of those on board the 
Dreadnought. Thoy nro of great 
power, and work up to 8,000 horse 
power, tho cost being upwards of 
£107,000. Her armament will consist 
of four 12\-inch 38-tou guns, to be 
mounted in two turrets, and throwing 
3,2001bs. weight of metal, and, to add 
to her offensive power, she is armed 
with a ram. The plating on her side 
varies for 10 inches to 14 inches in 
thickness, that on her turret is 1-4 inch- 
es and on her decks 2 inches 
to 3 inches. The teak backing is 
18 inches thick, with an inner 6kin of 
armour of 1A inch plates. Tho greater 
part of tho armour plate is placed 
about tho centre of the ship, and the 
water-line is protected throughout the 
whole length, and for five to six feet 
below. She will exceed tho Iullexiblo 
in her draught of water, as she draws 
over 2G feet forward and 27 foot aft. 
The expenditure upon her hull is 
£101,395, and she has to undergo sev- 
eral trial trips at Portsmouth before 
she is ready for sea. Altogether this 
vossol will cost nearly three-quarters 
of a million. — Times. 



A Scene on the Battle-Field. 



A correspondent of the London 
Standard writes from .Nissa as follows: 
We came upon a number of Servian 
corpses, most of them in that early 
stage of decomposition when tho body 
swells to an unnatural size. Some, how- 
ever, could only havo been dead a 
short time, for their bodies were still 
almost warm ami unstiii'ened. We had 
not dreamed what fearful havoc our 
two batteries and the cavalry attack 
hud made on Friday. The defeat of the 
Servians must havo been much more 
severe than wo imagined as tlio enemy 
had left his dead and wounded behind , 
close to the river's bauk. The poor 
wounded ! what terrible torments thoy 
must havo endured, lying among 
corpses and deprived of all consolation, 
all help. How many groans and sighs 

^ must have passed the quivering lips 
and been lost in tho empty air. Near 
an Adjutant lay two photographs, 
which must have slipped from his 
dying hand ;one represented tho dead 
man, but in tho uniform of a Russian 
Major or Colonel, and the other a young 
woman with fair tresses, a prominent 
noso and light colored eyes. The 
photographs had been taken in Mos- 
cow ; on the back of the man's stood 
in pencil Nicolay Komoff. 1 koow not 
in what relation the woman stood to 
tho ofliccr ; but whether wife, sister 
or betrothed, it is certain his last 
thoughts wore of her. Not far from 
him lay tho body of another officer, 
his right hand pressed on his breast, 
where tho splinter of a shell had hit 
him, and grasping a piece of paper. 
A strong man, ho appeared to havo 

* struggled long with death, his face, 
which had tho unmistakable Russian 
type, being distorted from pain. It was 
with difliculty that the paper was 
removed from his hand. It was a letter, 
without any date, iu cyrline writing, 
and ovidontly from a child's hand. 
Colonel Mohmed, who was once in tho 
Russian service, (ho is a Circassian 
from Daghesbai, subjected by Russia 
moro than fifty years ago,) and under- 
stands Russian, translated tho letter 
into Turkish, and then one of tho 
Cossacks, a Polo, who bad brought up 
in Franco, gave me the contents in 
French, as follows: 

Dearest Father: Bo good enough, 
dearest father, to come back from tho 
war. Since you have been away mother 
weops continually, and sho dxeams 
every night that thou liest dead under 
a treo. Come to us, dear father, for 

^ mother has betomo so pale, and is 
always crying. 1 am very good, so 
that sho may not cry still moro. and 
yvhen thou corneal buck will remain 



good, and never bo naughty again. 
But thou must como soon, father, 
and must kiss mother, that sho may 
become red again, and also kiss thy 
littlo Minka. 

English Mail. 

[Por ateamcr North Pacific] 

London, Oct. 22.— Financial circles 
have settled down on assurances that 
tho English cabinet abandons the 
effort to maintain tho integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire, and consequently 
that a general war is now highly im- 
probable. Nevertheless it is believed 
tho existing war must continue unless 
Turkey" concedes to Russia's demand, 
but may be made to linger along slow- 
ly until Russia shall bo assured that, 
its formidable invasion of Turkey will 
not bring her into collision with the 
other Powers. That the Czar is un- 
willing to push tho campaign until 
assured of this is evinced by diploma- 
tic movements at Continental capitals 
and the Czarowitch's visits. Meantime 
none of tho Powers havo contracted an 
alliance with either side. All hold 
themselves in reserve. England's war- 
like preparations look only to her 
readiness for tho protection of her In- 
dian interests against tho possible 
contingencies of Russia's menace or 
Mahommedau insurrection in tho In- 
dian Empiro. 

A dispatch from Berlin says tho re- 
poat is current hero that tho Powers 
havo again collectively urged tho 
Porte's unconditional acceptance of 
the English proposals.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL EIGHT OF 
THE GOVERNOK TO HOLD VIEWS 
ANTAGONISTIC TO THOSE HELD 
BY HIS MINISTERS. 

Wo have a few words to say respect- 
ing our contemporary's position on tho 
prerogatives of a Governor under re- \ 
sponsible government. It is scarcely 
necessary to inform our readers that 
the reply of Mr. Richards to the Yalo 
address has heon made the subject of 
severe comment in tho "Standard." 
With tho character of that comment 
we have already deaH; and wo shall 
only pause hero to say that tho lan- 
guage used was such as should not 
have sullied the columns of a newspa- 
per in this Province. "When our con- 
temporary lays down tho bowio -knife 
and grasps the pen he should exchange 
tho character of tho swashbucklor for 
tho moro creditable calling of an in- 
structor of the public, and should 
couch his language in terms of decen- 
cy. Any coarse ruffian may shout bad 
names after those who offend him; but 
he cauuot by the adoption of that pol- 
icy convince those who hoar him that 
he is not (whatever the object of his 
dislike may bo) a blackguard. In 
dealing with Mr. Richards' reply our 
contemporary has attempted to faston 
the responsibility of the document on 
the Government. In furtherance of 
that attempt, on Wednesday, ho laid 
down as good constitutional law tho 
extraordinary proposition that the Ex- 
ecutive are responsible for tho private 
utterances of Mr. Richards, and that 
if the Ministry are not in accord with 
the sentimonts of tho Governor as 
expressed in tho reply to tho 
Yale address they ought to resign. To 
accept this proposition as sound 
constitutional law, would (as we shall 
show) bo tantamount to saying that re- 
sponsible government has no existence 
in this Province. If tho Governor's 
ipse dixit is to be accepted as tho Alphu 
and Omega of all government wo may 
as well turn our backs upon tho glor- 
ious principles of the British Con- 
stitution and range ourselves be- 
neath tho banner of a system 
of Government similar to that admin- 
istered by the Czar of Russia. To 
sustain his position tho "Standard," 
yesterday, cited from May's "Constitu- 
tional History of England" extracts 
that have no bearing on the matter 
under discussion; — for, bo it remem- 
bered, Mr. Richards' reply to tho Yale 
address was a document his Min 
istry were not consulted — and had no 
right to be consulted — in the prepara- 
tion of. Tho extracts furnished by our 
contemporary refer to acts of adminis- 
tration. Official acts — act3 doue with 
the tacit consent or with tho advice 
of his Ministry. There can bo no dis- 
pute on that point. Nor did our con- 
temporary at first complain that Mr. 
Richards had porformod an act of. ad- 
ministration that was in direct oppo- 
sition to tho policy of his Minis- 
. ters. Tho gravaman of the 
"Standard's" charge was that the 
views of tho Governor as expressed 
through the reply to tho Yaleites were 
not in sympathy with the policy of the 
Ministry. "Therefore," said ho, "tin 
Ministry must resign." Upon second 
thoughts, failing to find any authority 
to support this view, he cites "May" 
to prove (what every one knows and 
no one disputes) that a Government is 
responsible for the "official" acts of 
the sovoreign. Now, the proposition 
that we intend to deal with is the right, 
of tho sovoreign to entertain views on 
public matters not in harmony with 
the views of his Ministry, to whose 
views tho sovoreign is bound, under 
tho Constitution, to givo force how- 
ever much against his will. Our con- 
temporary snceringly refers to Do 
Lolmo as a "Swiss advocate;" bul 
"Swiss" and "advocate" though he 
was ho wrote a work on tho English 
Constitution that has uevor been 
matched— a work that is to bo found 
on the shelf of every British statesmen, 
and extracts from which are found 
in tho works of Mill, of Bagohot, 
of Todd, and other recent writers. 
"Junius" is referred to by our con- 
temporary as a "myth." Anonymous. 
"Junius" certainly was; hut ho was far 
from being a "myth," and his letters 
will be read and appreciated as long 
as the English language is spoken 
Had ho boon a "myth" the English 
people might have continued to this 
day without a very clear idea as to 
their Constitutional rights. But we 
shall not offoud by quoting either 
from one or other of those distinguished 
political writers to-dny. "Tho pen-omit 
command of the King," fays Lord John 
Russell, "W no excuse for a wrong ad- 
ministrotion of power. Lord Dan by wus 
impeaohed for a letter whioh contained a 
postoript, in tho King'« own band, declar- 
ing thai it had burn written by his order. 
And although the King in tho fountain of 
justice, a commitment by his own direc- 
tion has been held to be void, because 
there was no minister responsible for it. 
* * * Accordingly, whanmer the ro.nl 
sign-manual is used, it ii naoestary that U 
should be countersigned by a respomibtp 
minister for the purpose of rendering it con- 
stitutional/ u valid and authoritative. Until 
tho ooirater-Bignaturo is obtained a pub- 
lic document can buvo no effect, nor could 
tho Ministry bo called to account before 



the House for the act of tho King. Lord 
Erskine says: "There can bo no exorcise 
of the Crown's authority for which it 
must not tind sumo minister willing to 
make himself responsible." This is very 
clear. If a Ministry caunotrbo hold ans- 
werable for a public act of tho King, 
taken without their consent, how much 
loss should they bo hold up to public 
censure for a private act of tho sovereign. 
The address of the Yaleites was ono of 
personal congratulation, The Miuistry 
naw neither address nor reply until both 
had appeared in print. "But," says our 
contemporary, if Mr. Elliott "does not 
uphold Mr. Kichiml's reply, let him re- 
sign." Well, it strikes us that the sub- 
lime height of absurdity is scaled by this 
modest demand, yupnoso the Premier 
were to obey tho dictation of the Standard 
and resign; what would follow? Accord- 
ing to the Standard's original theory of 
constitutional government (promulgated 
on Wednesday, but not repeated yester- 
day) tho Governor would then becomo 
the Government, lie would be respon- 
sible to no one, and might— to carry the 
argument a little further — rule without 
any constitutional check whatever on his 
acts. "lint," our contemporary will say, 
"ho could call on some one else to form 
a Ministry." Well, who could he call 
on? He could not call on Mr. Walkem 
(who, if his views are correctly fore- 
shadowed in the Standard, is of tho samo 
mind as Mr. Elliott on tho railway squab- 
ble.) He could nut call on Mr. 'Heaven, 
Mr. DeC.'osmos, or other small try of the 
Opposition for tin's one reason. No ono 
could take office under the Governor be- 
cause the Governor's private views clash 
with the views of every politician in the 
country. Then would lie presented the 
extraordinary spectacle of a constitution- 
al Governor ruling without a responsible 
executive! The utter absurdity of our 
contemporary's position is readily de- 
tected. "Let him resign!" Oh, yes; 
and throw the affairs of Hie 
country into anarchy and give Mr. 
Richards an opportunity (if so minded) 
of carrying out his Yalo "programme.' 
What would Mr. Elliott's constituents say 
were he to adopt a course so ruinous to 
the country? That ho hud shirked his 
duty — had fled in the face of danger— had 
deeded to the governor the power to sct- 
tlo tho railway trouble on tho Ottawa ba- 
sis—had been guilty of an act of inexeus 
able cowardice or arrant treachery. That's 
what they'd sayjand thoy would say right- 
ly. Tho "private opinions" of the Govern- 
or have nothing to do with the discharge 
of his publie duties. Todd (page 218) 
says: "During Mr. Pitt's pdministratiou 
the King did not interfere at all in his ar- 
rangement of the political offices, though 
iu regard to some of them he privately ex- 
pressed his extreme disapprobation." 
Now, if tho private opinion of the King 
is entitled to tho weight that the Standard 
seeks to give it, it would not uuve been 
possible for the obnoxious members to 
accept olHce. We do not defend the opin- 
ions expressed by Governor Richards in 
the reply to tho Yale add res-; although 
we have reason to beli< ve that had bo 
said tho Province would lie entirely jus- 
tilied in seceding were tho Carnarvon 
terms unattainable our contemporary 
would have found no fault with the ex 
pression on tho score of unconstitutional- 
ity. Hut we do strongly coudemu tho 
shallow attempt of the Standard to t-udd'e 
the responsibility of that utterance on the 
Ministry. A late travel- r in Khiva de- 
scribes the routine of life at the Khan's 
palace as being like the game played by 
English buys of "follow your leader." 
Whenever the Khan sneezes the courtiers 
standing about sneeze too; should he 
whistle there is a general puckering of 
lips; should a Hou make free with tin- roy- 
al person ami cause, him to rub the 
bitten port, the courtiers are immediately 
expected to industriously rub the corres- 
ponding spot on their bodies; and so on. 
Ridiculous as this incident appears it is 
not iinin- ridiculous than the condition of 
subserviency to which our contemporary 
is willing that a constitutional govern- 
ment should be re bleed. Now, so far 

from the Ministry being responsible for 
the extra official expressions of the Gov- 
ernor, it is a well understood principle of 
English constitutional law that i Mini-try 
cannot be ht Id responsible fur the extra- 
official expressions of one of its members. 
It was iluring the last session of tin- Otta- 
wa House of Commons that Hon. Mr. 
Huntington, a member of the Mackenzie 
Cabinet, was charged with having made a 
political speech of a Beclional character 
audio hive compromised the Miuistry 
thereby. Tin- Premier doclinnd to receive 
the Minister's resignation and successful- 
ly oombattod on t he ll or of the House an 
idea advanced of Ministerial responsibili- 
ty, The present article has already ex- 
ceeded the space we intended to devote to 
it. and wo shall conclude wil h an oxtriot 
from Bagehot's "English Constitution, " a 
standard and very recent work, theaiithor 
uf which is nut open to the charge of bo 
ing a "Swiss advocate" or a "myth." It 
will be seen that IJagchot is very decided 
as to tin! right of t io Sovereign to hold 
views nut in harmony with lh >so of his 
Ministry. Tho extract, indeed, quite de- 
molishes the duct roie of Ministerial res- 
ponsibility as luid down by the Standard 
and renders further discussion ol tho sub- 
ject unnecessary; 

Page 103. To state the matter shortly 
I lie sovereign has, under a cons' itutional 
monarchy such as ours, three rights— the 
right to tie consulted, the right to uncour 
age, the right to warn. And a king of 
great sense and sagacity wuiiM want do 
others, lie w .net say to his minister, 
"The responsibility "I these measures js 
upon you, wbatcer you thin!; host must 
bo done, whatever you think h si ub.di 
have my full and effectual Support. But 
you wiil observe i lat for I hi • re icon and 
that reason what you propose lu ,lu is 

bad; for this roa<on and that reason what 
you do not propose lu tin is bet or. 1 do 
not oppose, it is in v duty not to oppose; 
but, observe that 1 warn."

Mr, J. C. Bales Appointed to Audit the 
Civic Accounts. 



Tho statement made yesterday in tkeso 
columns that the Loeul Government bad 
ordered an audit of tho Corporation ac- 
counts is corroborated l>y tho appoint- 
ment of Mr. Bales to the ollico of auditor. 
Wo understand, thut air. JJales has beou 
instructed to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the financial transactions of tho 
Corporation, paying particular attention 
to tho manner in which City W.""- De- 
bentures have boon disposed of. The ap- 
pointment has created considerable con- 
sternation amongst the Council and tho au- 
ditor will proceed to his arduous duty 
without a moment's delay. 

Councillor Trounce does not Resign. 

Yesterday wo gave circulation to a re- 
port that Coun. Trounce had expressed 
his intention of resigning his soat in tho 
City Council. So far as Mr. Trouuce's 
owu intention was concerned this rumor 
was well founded. He has, however, been 
requested by many influential citizens to 
retain his seat and somewhat reluctantly 
has yielded J to their desire. The com- 
pliment thus paid by the taxpayers to 
Councillor Trounce does not only evince 
marked approval of tho coarse pursued 
by that gentloniaii, but by implication 
distinctly points to the popular condem- 
nation of the Mayor and those who abet 
him in his disgraceful conduct. Council- 
lor Trounce has fought a hard battle in 
the best interests of tho city; but it is to 
bo regretted his efforts have no tmet with 
assistance from thoso whose duty it was 
to offer aid. 



The Pbesbxtebv of British Columbia 
met in Bt. Andrew's Church on Wednes- 
day evening for religious exercises, and 
on Thursday morning for tho despatch of 
business. The repurcs from tho various 
m issiou stations were of a very favorable 
nud satisfactory character; pointing to 
steady progress and increasing prosperity 
throughout tho Church in British Colum- 
bia. Among the items of interest may bo 
mentioned tho erection of a pretty church 
(which is now about finished J in Nicola 
Valley, and the commencement of another 
in tho thriving district of Comox. It is 
expected that tho latter will bo covered 
in before tho beginning of winter. An- 
other matter of interest was the union of 
tho congregation of St. Andrew's, Now 
Westminster, with tho Presbytery of 
British Columbia. Formerly this con- 
gregation was in connection with the 
Presbyterian Church of Canada, but in 
order to unite all tho Presbyterians of the 
Province, permission was asked and grant- 
ed to liavo this union effected, and it is now 
• happily consummated. The Presbytery 
adjourned to hold the next ordinary meet- 
ing m the first week in May 1877. 

Vital Statistics. — The Board of Health 
of Montreal, composed of French-Cana- 
dian, Irish Human Catholic and Protes- 
tant doctors, has boon investigating tho 
sanitary c ondition of the city, and some 
of tho statistics which it publishes are 
very remarkable— such, for instance, as 
the folio wiug table of birth and death 
rates : 

French-Canadians — Birth rate per 1,000, 
65,01 ; death-rate, 43,50; increase 21 ,50. 

Irish Cathoiios— Birth rate,32,00; death- 
rate, '23,20; increase, 8,71. 

Protestants (including .lews and all 
other non Catholics) Birth-rate, 32,07; 
death-rate, 21.7(5; increase, 10,31. 

Tho extraordinary fecundity of the 
French-Canadian race is strikingly illus- 
trated above, as well as their carelessness 
of infant life. It is nothing remarkable 
for a French-Canadian mother to hove 
a dozen to a score of children and only to 
rear half of them. 

Fon this East Coast. — The steamer 
Cariboo-Fly arrived hero at 4:30 p.m. yes- 
terday with mails, freight and following 
passengers from Comox, Nanaimo and 
East Coast settlements; Mr. and Mrs. 
Niohol, Mr. and Mrs. K. Ward, .Messrs. 
Kingsloy, Janes, Stewart, Hart, Mr. and 
Mrs. tUynor, Mrs. Anthony, Messrs. 
Earle, Alexander, Beaumont, Foord, Par- 
ker, Crawford, Foxley, Dobin, McLeod, 
Carter, Dearing and several others. 

Lord Lvtton'.h Accident. —A short 
time ago it was briefly announced thai 
Lord Lytton had met with an accident in 
India which was nearly of a fatal nature. 
A later report states that His Lordship, 
while on horseback, wont over a precipice 
'ailing fully a hundred feet before being 
arrested by a tree. But, strange to say, 
bo escaped without a scratch, wasablo to 
mount another horse, and continue his 
ride as if nothing had happened. It is also 
equally remarkable that the horse escap- 
ed almost unhutt, although workmen 
had to cut a road before ho could bo got 
up again. 



The "Arch" Enemy. 

A Victoria correspondent of tho London 
limes writes as follows concerning tho 
Fort Street nrch erectod on tho arrival of 
Earl Dufferin: 

"There was one little hitch in tho re- 
ception which I may montiou, lost it 
should bo unduly magnified abroad. Sev- 
eral private eitizous in Fort street, very 
worthy, loyal men, had erectod a hue 
arch, and among unobjectionable mottoes 
had put up "Carnarvon Terms or Separa- 
tion" on both sidos of tho arch. Tho 
"Carnarvon Terms," it will bo remember- 
ed, aro terms of a settlement of tho "rail- 
way difficulty" recommended by Lord 
Carnarvon, which, Canada, it is alleged, 
has not carried out. Tho Governor Gen- 
eral rofusod to pass under the arch. It is 
stated that his Excellency did not consi- 
der that as an officer presiding over Hor 
Majesty's dominions in North America be 
could, ou an official ontry into Victoria, 
pass under an arch which advocated a dis- 
solution of thoso dominions. Mr. Sprout, 
a Vice-President of the Reception Com- 
mittee, and Mr. E. C. Baker, Sub-Oom- 
mitteo man, wore on horseback beside his 
Excellency's carriage, and promptly or- 
dered tho marshals to make a. short detour 
to avoid tho arch. This was done at once ; 
but about 20 men, including several for- 
eigners, left tho procession, passed under 
tho arch, and afterwards rejoined tho 
procession by permission of tho marshals. 
This little incident caused no stoppage 
or confusion and is chiefly noticeable 
from the fact that the seooders were chief- 
ly Oddfellows in regalia, who never as 
Oddfellows make any political demon- 
stration."

Canarvon Terms or Separation.— The 
Montreal Humid, after referring to tho 
memoranda of tho WestmiDBterians re- 
specting tho failuro of tho Carnarvon 
Terms, says: — If anything more wero re- 
quired to show tho divergencies already 
existing between Mainland and Island, 
and tho prospect of more serious ones to 
come, wo may refer to the Victoria Colo- 
nist, tho most moderate and respectable 
of the Victoria newspapers, which, com- 
menting upon a rumor that tho delegation 
from New Westminster was to present an 
addross commencing, "In our opinion tho 
railway term has not been broken," ox- 
citedly enquires, — "With such a state- 
ment in their mouths, what becomes of 
their demand for compensation for the 
Carnarvon Terms? What right would they 
have to share with tho Island when they 
have given a receipt in full of all claims 
by asserting (even though tho assertion 
be untrue} that they never had any claims 
against Canadians ? It is possiblo that 
the same query will bo put to the Islund- 
ersby the Colonist, now that New West- 
minster hails the setting aside of tho Car- 
narvon Terms with "feelings of pleasure." 
In any event tho action of that city will 
be received with great disgust by Vic- 
toria. Entirely apart from tho Dominion 
side of the question, there aro tho ele- 
ments for a pretty quarrel on tho Pacific 
Coast, and how firmly a houso divided 
against itself can stand upon "the Car- 
narvon terms or separation," remains to 
be soon. 

The P bopeb Way. —We learn that it is 
the intention of a number of influential 
citizens to wait upon the Premier on his 
return to tho City and inquire respecting 
tho Government's connection with the 
Governor's reply to tho Yale address, as 
reported in tho Standard newspaper. That 
is tho way to head off tho injurious slan- 
der. Mr. Elliott will, wo doubt not, re- 
ceive the deputation cordially and will 
satisfy them that the Ministry never saw 
the reply till it was in print ; also, that un- 
der the British Constitution a governor 
may differ with his Ministers without 
bringing about a deadlock in tho dis- 
charge of the Executive functions. The 
citizens are to be congratulated on the 
courso they have decided to adopt.

DELAYED J3ISPATGHES, 

EUROPE. 
London, C'ct. 2:!. ---The steady ad- 
vanco in consols and other interna- 
tional stocks which fell during last 
week's panic indicates tho prevailing 
impression here that war is not emin- 
ent and that a peaceable solution of 
tho Eastern question is not impossi- 
ble. 

London. Oct. 2!h — Leonard Am- 
blain, of Belgian, who was arrested in 
July last on board tho outward bound 
steamer from Liverpool, accused of 
the murder of M. Marsut, a banker, 
and his housekeeper, at Civrey near 
Brussels, was delivered on Friday to a 
Belgian officer at Dover. W hen they 
arrived at Ostend the officer and his 
prisoner, the latter manacled, took n 
special .compartment. Botli wore mis- 
sing. The compartment occupied was 
deluged with blood and bore marks of 
a terrific struggle. Tho body of tho 
officer was found beside tho track with 
bis skull battered. All his valuables 
were missing, and it is conjectured 
that Arnblain watched his opportunity 
to attack the officer with his wrist 
irons and beat him to death, after 
which lie unlocked his manacles and 
escaped. He has not yet been captur- 
ed. 

Geu. Tchneroyoff telegraphs that the 
Turks wero repulsed along tho whole 
lino while newspaper correspondents 
aro unanimous that the Servians wore 
badly defeated, losing 1,500 men in 
the attoiupt at Saitschar and 3,000 
about Deligrade. . Ono correspondent 
telegraphs, tho Turks have taken 
positions around Djrenisand will pro- 
bably take Djrenis, in which caso 
Deligrade, Alexinatz, Gen. Tohernay- 
oIV'h new headquarters at Kanavik,and 
tho whole Moravian valley will bo in 
thou- hands. Russian officers, of whom 
there are said to bo fourtoon in oach 
Servian battalion, Buffered heavily in 
tho recent fight. 

Tho operative cotton spinners of 
Blackburn have decided to withdraw 
their notices, and practically tho dis- 
pute in north and northwestern Lan- 
cashire is at an end. 

Tho "Standard's" Paris special re- 
ports a duol fought on Swiss territory 
between Visoompte Barnel Dos RocheB 
and Haul Gerard. The latter was 
pierced by a sword, and his life is in 
danger, Tho affair is tho rosult of a 
i political quarrel. 



The Railway Grievance. 

(Lonilou Daily News, Sept. '11.) 

Nothing could bo more cordial than 
Lord Dufferin's reception in British 
Columbia, or more loyal and festive 
than tho demonstrations of attachment 
to this country with which ho was 
woicomod. Ho was the fust Govornor- 
General of British North America who 
had been seen thoro, and tho Mayor of 
Victoria, reminding him that to roach 
thorn ho had to travel for thousands of 
miles through foreign territory, ex- 
pressed tho conlidenco that he "fully 
recognized tho disadvantages under 
which t,ho Province labours by reason 
of its isolation from tho rest of the 
Dominion." Although physically 
connected with tho mass of British 
territory, British Columbia could not 
bo reached from Canada more eonvon- 
iontly than by a journey across tho 
United States to San Francisco, sup- 
plemented by a voyage to Esquimalt. 
Lord Dufferin's desire to make himself 
familiar with tho wishes o'f tho British 
Columbians has been heartily seconded 
by the colonists, who havo presented 
him with addresses, not only concern- 
ing tho indispensable railway, but on 
the tariff question, and a number of 
others. It is not surprising that ho 
found very littlo favourable sontiiuent 
towards Canada among the people, 
and tho loyalty was manifested rather 
to tho mother country than to the 
Dominion, with which thay havo a 
pending dispute. But thoro is no 
reason to suppose that tho British 
Columbians will not make as good 
members of tho Confederation as any 
other of tho colonies formerly separa- 
ted but now united, when once tho 
misunderstanding about the railway 
has been removed. Lord Dufferin has 
boon careful not to givotho least coun- 
tenance to tho notion that British 
Columbia can properly socodo from 
tho Dominion, although the alternative 
of "Carnarvon Terms or Separation" 
was occasionally pressed upon his 
notice. Tho fact appears to bo 
that, tho Canadian Government does 
not deserve the suspicious that havo 
been cast upon it, and which havo 
beon fostered in tho Dominion for 
party purposes. Its friends assert 
that it has not sought to ovndo or 
qualify its euyageiuonts, but honour- 
ably desires to fulfil thorn. In fact 
tho Dominion Government has done 
more than it promised to promote tho 
completion of tho desired railway 
communication. Explorations and 
surveys over 2,500 miles of uninhabit- 
ed country have been conducted, 
and twenty surveying parties, num- 
bering nearly 1,000 men, havo been 
engaged for soveral years; 1,700 miles 
of tho Pacific Eailway have been 
marked for construction, of which 200 
are in British Columbia itsolf; and 
although no portion of tho road has 
boen actually constructed, 50,000 tons 
of steel rails have been shipped for 
the uso of tho road; the total expendi- 
ture on the account of which already 
reaches 7,000,000 dollars. 

It is argued that if Canada has been 
earnest and sincere in tho prosecution 
of tho main work, ought she not to be 
believed when she declares her desire 
to see tho Nanaimo Railway completed? 
Tho obvious answor to this question is 
that tho Canadian Legislature, being 
so doopiy committed to tho greater 
work, ou^ht not to have allowed any 
doubt to arise respecting the less, and 
should now take tho most efficacious 
means to make its position clear. 
This done, it must bo admitted thut 
British Columbia will have found its 
connection with tho Dominion by no 
moans unprofitable. Tho Canadian 
Government has spent in the Province 
1,250,000 dollars more than it has 
received from it, apart from the rail, 
way expenditure and tha construction 
of a graving dock. Thro can bo no 
doubt that the engagement to con- 
struct tho Pacific Railway was given 
by the Dominion Government without 
a proper conception of the vast extent 
of responsibility thus assumed; and 
it was certain that tho surveys wpuld 
discloso enormous difficulties. Those, 
however, must bo faced and sur- 
mounted, for tho Colonial Office would 
not approvo of anything like a retreat 
from public engagements deliberately 
accepted. Tho public fooling of 
Canada appears to offer a guarautoo of 
an early termination of the diffi- 
culty which has arisen. It is recog- 
nised in tho Dominion that public 
honour is involved in keeping faith 
with British Columbia, and a policy of 
repudiation would bo most unpopular. 
Any vacillations of purpose which 
the Canadian Executive may betray 
will, wo may be sure, bo counteracted 
by (ho Colonial Office; and we may 
hope, with Lord Dufferin, that bo- 
fore very long tho material an well as 
the political connections existing be- 
tween British Columbia and the East- 
ern portion of the Dominion will be 
still more complete and intimate.

The Murder in the Alps. 

Hauri De TourWllo unci his English Wife— 
A Career or Crime. 

It will bo remombered that on July 
17th last tho dead body of a young 
Englishwoman, the wife of Henri do 
Tourvillo, a Frenchman, was found at 
tho bottom of a ravine near tho Stel- 
vio Pass of the Tyrolose Alps. The 
only person who was with her at tho 
time of her death waB her husband, 
and although there was no direct 
evidence against him, tho circumstan- 
tial ovideueo pointing to him as the 
murderer was very strong. It was 
clear that she could not have fallen 
down tho gradually sholving slope, 
nor have thrown herself down it with 
suicidal purpose, as alleged by her 
husband, in such a way as to have 
caused doath, and that death had 
boon caused not by any fall, but by a 
gaping wound or cut in tho temple. 
Still the local magistrate allowed tho 
prisoner's discharge. Tho cause of tho 
crime, it was thought, was De Tour- 
villo's fondness of a French maid in 
his wife's service, but now evidence 
has beon brought to light, tending to 
show that his motive was more sordid. 

• The tragedy having come to the 
knowledge of the London police, a 
detective was ordered to look up the 
previous career of De Tourvillo, and 
to forward tho result of his investi. 
gation to tho polico authorities at 
Innsbruck. It was ascertained that ho 
formerly passed under the name of 
Henry Perreau, and that tho victim 
of tho Stolvio Pass was his second 
wife. When his litst wife was very ill, 
ono day when no ono else was prosont, ho 
took tho opportunity to explain the me- 
chanism of his revolver to his [mothor-in- 
law. By accident or design tho weapon 
was discharged, and a bullet passed 
through fho old ladj's brain. His wifo 
died soon after, and at hor doath Do Tour- 
vijlo camo into possession of hor real 
estate, valued at iMO,000, which, had it 
not boon for tho opportune death of his 
motbor-in-law, would have pasaod to hor. 
Tho polico, although not having evidenco 
enough against him to cause his arrest, 
thenceforth kept a sharp eye on his move- 
ments. In November lust ho married his 
second wifo, Margaret, who was worth 
£70,000, After tho wedding ho induced 
hor to mako a will, making him her so!o 
devisee and legatee They then left Eng- 
land for tho Continent, and their tour, as 
wo already know, terminated in bor tra- 
gic doath in an Alpine ravino. 

A man entered the Chicago "Tri- 
buno" office and left tho following 
advertisement:— "Personal.— The ad- 
vertiser desires to mako the acquaint- 
ance of a lady of refinement, live feet 
four and a half inches high, and 
weighing about 136 pounds; bust 
moasure, thirty-nine inches; waist 
measure, twenty-eight and three- 
quarter inches; size of boot, three and 
a quarter; ditto, of glove, five and 
sovon-eights; complexion pronounced 
brunette; deep hazel eyes; with a view 
to matrimony. Addross W., 1,708 
"Tribune" offico." < "Seems|to me you're 
mighty particular about the size and 
kind of a wife you want," observed 
tho advertising clerk. "Well, perhaps 
I am, but you see my wifo died before 
we had beon married long, and she 
had' nt begun to half wear out bor 
clothes, and her father gave her an 
awful sight of 'em, so it stems to mo 
kinder like flying in tho face of Prov- 
idence when silk and things are so 
dear and tho country labouring in the 
throes of a hnancial convulsion to 
take another mate, and let tho moths 
break through and rust and corrupt 
all them duds. So I just want a wife 
to match them things." 

From a speech by J. J. Talbott, who 
recently died drunk in Elkhart, Ind. : 
"I had a position high and holy. The 
demon tore from around mo tho robes 
of my sacred offioo, and sent me forth 
ohurchless and godless, a very hissing 
and by word among men. Afterward 
my voico was heard in the courts. But 
the dust gathered on my open books, 
and no footfall crossed the threshold 
of tho drunkard's office I had money 
ample for all necessities, but it wont to 
feed the coffers of tho devils which 
possessed mo. I had a homo adorned 
with all that wealth and tho most 
exquisite tasto could suggost. Tho 
devil crossed its threshold, and tho 
light faded from its chambers. And 
thus I stand, a clergyman without a 
church, a barrister without a brief, a 
man with scarcely a friend, a soul 
without hopo — all swallowed up in tho 
maelstrom of drink."
